Six More Will Die As a Col- 


lision Result Near Port- 
land, Ore. 


. PORTLAND, ORE.. May 10.—The 
.local hospitals are filled today with 
the injured from Sunday's train wreck 
just outside the city limits in which 
eight persons were killed. 


The injured 
number 70, the ma- 


jority of whom were not seriously 
hurt. Six are believed fatally injured 
and 13 are badly but not fatally in- 
jured. 
The majority of the dead and 


injured are women. 


The accident occurred .at a sharp 


curve where a high bank prevented 
the motormen of the Southern Pacific 
electric trains from seeing each other 
before it was too late. 
Blame for the 


wreck is laid to the motorman of one 
^of the trains. Silas K. Willett, who was 
killed. 
The railroad authorities say 


orders had been given Willett to stop 
at Bertha Station until passed by the 
other train outward bound from Port- 
land. Willetfs train did not stop. All 
persons who were killed were in the 
inbound train.

A committee was appointed today 


composed of Morris Hillquit of New- 
York. Seymour Stedman of Chicago. 
Otto Branstctter. the national secre- 
tary. Geo. Rohr, of Massachusetts and 
Fred"a Hogran, of Oklahoma, to inter- 
view Attorney General Palmer 0:1 Fri- 
day and request amnesty for ;iM poli- 
tical prisoners now serving senteive, 
for violation of war-time laws, 
;»"id 


particularly Eugene V. Debs. 


Another interview has hee:i arrang- 


ed with Secretary Joseph P. Tumulty, 
at the while house on Saturday with 
the object in view of laying t.he Debs 
case before the president for active 
clemency. 


It is planned to adjourn the conven- 


tion, composed of nearly 200 delegates, 
here on Friday and the convention will 
reconvene at Washington on Saturday 
terminating in a big mass meeting at 
the capital on Saturday night. 


It is believed by the .Socialist, lead- 


ers that, the entire Socialist, party's 
protest on Saturday will move Presi- 
dent Wilson to liberate Debs.

his imprisonment at Atlanta Debs has 
been a model prisoner and there

CARRANZA HIDES—A HUNTED MAN 


Eli, PASO, Texas. May 10.- All of 


Mexico today is in the hands of the 
revolutionists with Gen. Obrogon now 
the dominatinK power in the affairs 
of that unhappy republic. 


The regime of President Carrau/.a 


has been overthrown and the Mexican 
president himself has been" transferroil 
from the position of the nation's chief 
executive to one of a hunted man. It 
is believed he is in hiding in the vicin- 
ity of Vera Cm/., and his capture by 
the rebels is looked for at any mo- 
ment. 


Official confirmation of the fall of 


Mexico City was received early today 
in a message sent by ijen. Obret;oii 
to revolutionary headquari"!'.-. at llcr- 
mosillo, Sonora. stating t h a t his troops 
were in full possession of the tin! ional 
capita!. The message was d a l - M from 
Tacubaya. a suburb of Mexico City. 


The last official act of the Carran/.a 


regime in Mexico City was the cold- 
blooded massacre of political prisoners 
in Santiago prison, including !;"• gen- 
erals, it is stated in advices from (he 
first rebel troops to enter the city. 
The sl.uiRhter. it is said, was orileivii 
by Gen. Murpuia. Carrau/.a's 
right 


hand military leader, just before the 
Carranztstas fieri from the capital be- 
fore the advance of the rebel troops. 


The city is reported to have fallen
